1) 102 Rejection: 

• Applicants respectfully submit that the proposed claim amendment to 
independent claim 1 (and similar proposed claim amendment to independent 
claim 20) overcomes the rejection, as Wang fails to disclose or suggest "invoking, 
by the execution engine, a second code statement processing unit of a second 
programming language to process a code statement, when the first code 
statement processing unit locates a code statement of the second programming 
language within the first code section, and invokes the execution engine 
recursively," and "invoking, by the execution engine, the ffrsf code statement 
processing unit of the first programming language to process a code statement, 
when the second code statement processing unit locates a code statement of the 
first programming language within the second code section, and invokes the 
execution engine recursively." 

2) 103 Rejections: 

• Applicants respectfully submit that the proposed claim amendment to 
independent (and similar proposed claim amendment to independent claim 20) 
overcomes the rejections, as the rejected claims each depend upon either 
independent claim 1 or independent claim 20, and Claussen and Conner do not 
cure the deficiencies of Wang.

reading, by an execution engine, a data processing representation having code 
sections with code statements of at least a first and a second programming language; 

recognizing, by the execution engine, a first code section with at least code 
statements of a first programming language;

first programming language to process the first code section; 

invoking, by the execution engine, a second code statement processing unit of a 
second programming language to process a code statement, when the first code 
statement processing unit locates a code statement of the second programming 
language within the first code section, and invokes the execution engine recursively; 

recognizing, by the execution engine, a second code section with at least code 
statements of athe second programming language; 

invoking, by the execution engine, athe second code statement processing unit 
of the second programming language to process the second code section s and 

invoking, by the execution engine, the first code statement processing unit of the 
first programming language to process a code statement, when the second code 
statement processing unit locates a code statement of the first programming language 
within the second code section, and invokes the execution engine recursively . 
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
